Nature has intended that no Fat ſhould be lodged. —And 
although it be true, that in many Parts of the human 
Body there ſeem to be particular Organs fitted for ſecreting 
and preparing the groſs Oil called Fat, whether Glands 
according to Perrault, Collins, and others, or Adepoſe Sac- 
culi according to Morgagni, or Veſſels of certain Diame- 
ters according to Rayſch and Haller; and that in other
